On this continent the 
drug store has been as essential a part of the pioneer 
community at the village post office.

In recent years, the handling of drugs has been 
affected by the general trend in all lines towards 
centralization. Great central laboratories have taken 
over the preparation of drugs in quantity and with 
scientific exactness, and carry on research to develop 
new specifics and to make them popularly available. 
Such modern developments have added to the im¬ 
portance of the pharmacy and for what it stands ready 
to render to the public.
